one. I saw some of tlio preliminary 
ceremonies at n temple In south China, 
but found myself apparently becoming 
[leusoua non grata ns the time for the 
cremation proper approached and did 
not care enough about seeing it to In- 
trude. I have since heard and read 


tevcr:il descriptions of" the grewsouie 
ceremony. 


The priests are dressed in white snck- 


clolb. similar to that worn by tbe 
mourners at tbe funerals of the lay- j 
men, and their brows are bound with 
white bandages. Tbe corpse, dressed 
In a cowl and with the hands fixed in 
in attitude of prayer, is placed in a 
•sitting position in a bamboo chair and 
carried, to the funeral pyre by some of 
his fellow monks, all the bluer monks 
of the monastery following in a dou- 
ble line. As the procession advances 
the walls of tbe monastery echo with 
the chanting of prayers and.the tin- 
kling of cymbals.
